U.S. supremacy sure 


Adviser says U.S. is lone superpower

The United States is now the lone 
superpower in the world, and the 
world is in for a long era of American 
supremacy, said an adviser to King 
Hussein of Jordan. 

“How the United States acts now 
will set the tone for the next century,” 
Kamel Abu Jaber said in an interview 
Thursday. 

Abu Jaber, a professor of political 
science at the University of Jordan in 
Amman, is Secretary General of 
World of First Council, a group which 
decided to send lecturers to the 
United States to explain the Jorda- 
nian position in the current Gulf cri- 
sis. 

Abu Jaber does not agree with 
those who say American power and 
influence is declining. America has 
the world’s largest economy, and its 
power and influence will remain 
strong. 

He said the United States, as the 
only superpower left, should exercise 
power with reason, especially in the 
Middle East. 

For example, the United States 
should induce Israel to listen to rea-

Gorbachev 
attempts to 
save economy

MOSCOW President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev began us- 
ing his sweeping new powers to 
rescue the collapsing Soviet econ- 
omy on Thursday, ordering busi- 
nesses to fulfill supply contracts 
and the government to ensure 
distribution. 

In his first decree since the 
Supreme Soviet granted him 
powers to shore up the economy 
and maintain law and order, Gor- 
bachev said government busi- 
nesses should meet all contract 
obligations for raw materials, and 
other goods, in the last quarter of 
this year and throughout 1991 as 
the country switches to a market 
economy. 

Gorbachev’s decree was an at- 
tempt to preserve the status quo 
at a time when many businesses 
are trying to bypass Moscow and 
trade directly with each other. 

Gorbachev employed  Bol- 
shevik appeals to the proletariat, 
urging workers to join their 
bosses in making sure contracts 
are kept. 
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Gunman killed in Berkeley standoff 


BERKELEY, Calif. — A “deranged” Iranian gunman died in a burst of 
police bullets Thursday, seven hours after he stormed a bar, killed one man, 
wounded seven people and took 33 hostages. 

Six officers stormed Henry’s Publick House and Grille in the Durant Hotel 
after police negotiators decided they couldn’t talk the gunman out of the bar, 
said Lt. Jim Polk. 

He said the gunman, identified by University of California, Berkeley, 
spokesman, Ray Colvig, as Mehrdad Dashti, gave away his position inside the 
bar by using one of the terrorized hostages as an intermediary in talking to 
police by telephone. 

“Every time the hostage would have to ask a question of this bad guy, he 
would have to turn around and look at him and this gave us a good idea of where 
he was,” said Polk. 

Seconds after the burst of police gunfire around 7:20 a.m., hostages, some of 
whom had been forced to sit in the windows of the bar as shields, ran from the 
hotel. 

Dashti, 30, a native of Iran, was naked and bleeding when he was loaded into 
an ambulance and taken to Highland Hospital. He was dead on arrival, 
according to hospital spokeswomen Phyllis Brown. 

Berkeley Police Capt. Phil Doran said, “He was apparently very confused. 
Deranged is not a bad description.” 

Doran said one of Dashti’s complaints was that “he didn’t get a student 
loan.” 


Budget deal may meet Monday deadline 


WASHINGTON — Congressional leaders expressed optimism Thursday 
that a long-sought budget deal with the Bush administration would be reached 
in time to avoid bone-deep cuts in federal programs on Monday. 

With both sides hoping to prevent a staggering blow to government services 
Monday, and Bush softening his demands for a capital gains tax cut, the 
prospects for success among the negotiators seemed to brighten. 

“We're a little bit in the precincts of reaching a conclusion, rather than the 
wrap-up stage,” said House Speaker Thomas Foley, D-Wash. “A good deal has 
been agreed to tentatively.” 

As top officials from both sides labored for a ninth day in search of an 
agreement, Democrats said they remained leery of the new capital gains offer. 
Their objection has remained unchanged for weeks — a belief that the wealthy 
would benefit disproportionately from the reduction. 


iran and Britain re-establish relations 

UNITED NATIONS — Iran and Britain announced Thursday that they 
have restored relations, the latest of several diplomatic successes for Iran 
since neighboring Iraq threatened the Persian Gulf with its invasion of 
Kuwait. 

London and Tehran had severed diplomatic ties following Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini’s call in February 1989 to kill British author Salman Rushdie, 
whose novel “The Satanic Verses” infuriated Moslems worldwide. 

The restoration raised modest hopes of freedom for British hostages held by 
pro-Iranian extremists in Lebanon, but left unresolved the dispute over 
Rushdie, who has been in hiding since Khomeini’s death call. 

The announcement at the United Nations — by British Foreign Secretary 
Douglas Hurd and in a statement from Iran’s U.N. Mission — said the 
embassies would reopen:in London and Tehran within a month. 

Hurd also praised Iran for voting for U.N. embargoes against Iraq, despite 
improving relations between Iran and its former enemy. 

The Iranian statement gave no reason for the restoration of relations, 
saying only that it was based on “mutual respect.” 


Hair loss from radiation may be avoided 


WASHINGTON — The loss of hair, a side effect that adds embarrassment 
to the suffering of cancer patients receiving chemotherapy, may be prevented 
with drugs, researchers say. 

Dr. A. A. Yunis, of the University of Miami Jackson Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center, said Thursday that he and his colleagues had discovered that 
an experimental cancer drug blocked hair loss in rats being used in chemother- 
apy studies. 

Yunis said they made the discovery while testing cancer-fighting drugs on 
lab rats that had been given leukemia cells. 

Half of the rats were treated with a drug called cytosine arabinoside, or 
ARA-C. The rest were treated with a combination of ARA-C and an experi- 
mental drug called ImuVert. SCE 

Yunis said the rats treated with this combination experienced no hair loss 
while the rats receiving only the ARA-C lost all hair. cucanaimahe 

He said finding a way to‘prevent hairloss could give caticer patients a malar 
psychological boost. 


Bank account insurance fund in trouble 


WASHINGTON — Regulators learned Thursday that the government 
fund-protecting bank account is dwindling faster than previously thought; and 
they voted a 1991 increase of more than 60 percent on the deposit insurance 
premiums charged to banks. nN 

The Federal Deposit Insurance Corp.’s bank fund dropped from $13.2 billion 
at the end of last year to $11.4 billion at the end of June — a 14 percent decline. 

“This ... is the result of an increased number of institutions being likely to 
fail, and continued erosion in real estate markets,” L. William Seidman, FDIC 
chairman, told House panel members in a meeting following the FDIC vote. 

If continuing bank failures were to exhaust the insurance fund, Congress, 
and the Bush administration, would have to consider a taxpayer bailout, as 
they have with the S&L insurance fund. ; 

Under last year’s S&L bailout law, the premium was scheduled to rise to 15 
cents. Regulators began considering an added emergency increase after Sied- 
man told senators the bank fund likely would suffer its third consecutive loss.

Cheryl Preston, an associate profes- 
sor in the law school, teaches a class 
that addresses gender bias and the 
law. “In my class, the people who talk 
about gender seem to have good will 
and seem to be willing to work out an 
amicable resolution on gender issues. 
Students who take this class are open- 
minded,” Preston said. 

Not all classes have run that 
smoothly. Graham said some classes 
have gotten so out of hand that men 
and women were screaming at each 
other. 

“In a lecture on property rights this 
semester, a first year student said, 
‘Well, we all know women are just 
men’s property.’ He was completely 
serious and there were BYU stu- 
dents, who are supposed to be totally 
moral, who agreed with him,” Gra- 
ham said.

Of 470 law students, 108 are 
women, Associate Dean. Scott 
Cameron said. There are 10 percent 
more women enrolled this year than 
in 1989. This is 17 percent below the 
national average. 

Lundberg said, “It may just be a 
few people making a lot of noise on 
both sides. Maybe women just need to 
get tougher. I’m not saying there 
aren’t real bigots, there are a few.” 

Sandra Dredge, 49, president of 
the Women’s Law Forum, said no- 
body has.ever questioned her right to 
be in law school as a woman. How- 
ever, she said, “I think some of the 
male law students have problems 
with women in law. I think they are 
uncomfortable with relating to 
women as peers or fellow workers, or 
even just people. It leads to behavior 
that is less than how you ought to 
treat another human being.” 


Lundberg said, “In practice, firms 
will not shrug these things off. De- 
meaning and arrogant attitudes will 
not be tolerated. We try to teach civil- 
ity and professional courtesy. In some 
cases we succeed. Those who do not 
learn it from us will take it on the chin 
when they get out in practice.” 

Women’s Law Forum is an organi- 
zation that provides a support group 
for women in law school who may 
have special challenges. 

It also recruits women and other 
minorities to consider law as a profes- 
sion. 

Despite these goals, the Women’s 
Law Forum is not enough to give 
women law students the role models 
they need in order to believe they can 
be successful, Secrist said. 

Secrist cited a golf tournament, 
sponsored by the Student Bar Associ- 
ation, as an example of what she sees 
as bias. 

Three women and 41 men teed off 
in the Sept. 20 annual tournament. 
This is a ratio of 1 to 14. The ratio of 
total women to men in the law school 
is 1 to 4. 

Eduardo Zendehas, president of 
the Student Bar Association, said he 
does not view the golf tournament as 
sexist. The SBA only paid 50 cents of 
the $5.50 individual green fees for 
participants. 

Lundberg said not every event has 
to be gender-neutral. “This means 
that women should try to find-other 
ways'to build their professional net- 
works,” she said. 

Women may have a more difficult 
time understanding law than men do, 
so law school may be harder for fe- 
males, said Preston, a law professor 
at BYU. “The Socratic method of 
teaching and all of the confrontation is 
very male. For five centuries, law has 
been written by males and is reflec- 
tive of their values.” 

Faculty members at the law school 
realize their interaction with students 
is often limited to a very formal level 
which may keep them from seeing so- 
cial injustices that may occur among 
students, Cameron said. 

Of the 30 law students interviewed 
for this story, none said they had ex- 
perienced or heard of gender bias by 
the faculty or administration of the 
school. 

“The faculty is committed to help- 
ing people be successful law students. 
They want you to have a positive ex- 
perience. That goes for everyone, 
males and females,” Dredge said. 

Secrist said, “There is no conde- 
scension among the faculty, but law 
school would be a lot more rewarding 
if students all treated one another 
fairly.” 

Dean Hansen said, “I regret in- 
stances when a female has been put 
down by another student. 

“That is simply unacceptable be- 
havior. 

“This is not a problem the BYU law 
school is going to solve, to the extent 
that it exists, in a single semester or 
even in an academic year. 

“But it’s something we’re willing to 
work on. We’re trying,” he said.

Slowly, cautiously, you walk 
down the dark and winding path. 
Suddenly you hear a scream, a 
moan. and then silence. From out of 
the blackness, a man grabs you. 
With blood streaming down his face 
and chanting in a raspy whisper, he 
chases after you as you bolt down 
the path.

But people are tired of seeing the 
same things, he said. “People are 
looking for a different experience in 
a haunted house.” 

With two separate pathways and 
the design of the building, Twin Ter- 
rors provides this kind of unique ex- 
perience, Harward said. 

The entire building was first de- 
signed on a computer, making the 
work easier when construction on 
the actual building began, he said. 
“Only five people built this in less 
than two months.” 

Tony Curtis, Twin Terror’s pro- 
ject engineer, said although the 
building doesn’t have the normal 
old-squeaky-house look, it is good 
because it allows the actors and ac- 
tresses to scare someone, disappear 
into a doorway, then reappear 
somewhere else along the path. 

It also allows for indoor line wait- 
ing, concession stands and a video 
arcade, he said. “We have a network 
within a network,” Harward said. 

Curtis said the best way to scare

them by surprise. “You have to take 
them out of their comfort zone.” 
Harward said a few ways of achiev- 
ing this is to have people walk up 
stairs, or by using strobe lights. 
According to Harward, most 
haunted houses only deal with the- 
atrical themes, whereas Twin Ter- 
rors works with deception. “We have 
illusions that will boggle your mind.”

Permanent makeup subtly enhances face

She’s a natural beauty. . . or is she? 

Cosmetic processes, including Mi- 
‘cro Pigment Implantation and tattoo- 
ing;’may be-used to apply permanent 
‘colgr agieyéliner and-lipliner and»to 
eyebrows. 

These procedures enhance the eyes 
and lips “subtly” and “naturally,” ac- 
cording to brochures about both pro- 
cedures. 

Licensed dermatologist Rebecca 
Bishop said Micro Pigment Implanta- 
tion is a delicate, tedious procedure 
that leaves no chance for mistakes to 
be made. 

First, the individual has a consulta- 
tion to determine what colors best 
match their hair color and complex- 
ion. 

Bishop said the dye is approved by 
the Food and Drug Administration, 
and almost any color may be custom 
mixed. 

A patch test of two or three dots is 
done behind the ear to test if an aller- 
gic reaction will occur and to deter- 
mine if the color is correct. 

The area being colored is cleaned 
and a solution applied to open and 
lubricate the pores, Bishop said. 

The individual implants of pigment 
are inserted directly into the skin 
with a hand-held, double-tipped 
probe that is about half the length of 
an electrolysis needle. 

“The probe is held with a state-of- 
the-art grip that leaves no chance of 
mistake,” Bishop said. 

“The color is built within the eye- 
lash line so lashes look thicker. The 
person is in control of how much color 
she wants and of where she wants it,” 
Bishop said. 

Applying eyeliner to both eyes 
takes about two hours, she said, de- 
pending on how dramatic and how 
much color the individual wants. 

“The lips are most sensitive and 
take longer because there is more 
area to do. The lips usually have to be 
done twice to get the coloring,” 
Bishop said. 

After the pigment has been ap- 
plied, a sealer is applied to close the 
pores and to help the color take, said 
Bishop. 

After the process, Neosporin is 
used on the treated area, and creams, 
soap or makeup may not be used on 
treated areas for five days after pig- 
ment implantation, she said. 

The person is advised to stay out of 
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the sun and tanning beds for two 
weeks after the process. 

Unlike tattooing, Bishop said there 
is no bruising and only minimal 
swelling after the procedure. 

“A person may have thick eyelids 
for a few days, but there is no problem 
with going to work the next day. If 
the brows are done, there may be 
thicker flakes, but no scabs.” 

The Perma-Derm Academy manual 
for Micro Pigment Implantation said 
the application is not deep enough to 
penetrate to the bloodstream so there 
is no allergic reaction to the pigment. 

The process is permanent, said 
Bishop, but it is also “completely re- 
versible and correctable.” 

Tattooing is another procedure to 
apply permanent color. 

Permanent eyelash enhancement, 
a form of tattooing, is a cosmetic pro- 
cedure performed by a trained physi- 
cian, said a brochure published by 
Permark Corp. 

As with the Micro Pigment Implan- 


‘ 
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tation procedure, there is an initial 
consultation with the physician, dur- 
ing which color shades are chosen for 
the individual and amount of color 
and placement are decided. 

The person is attached to an IV to 
relax him or her, and a local anes- 
thetic is given in the eyelid, said Dr. 
Charles V. Pledger, a medical doctor 
who specializes in plastic surgery. 

The color is applied with a tattooing 
machine, tipped with a group of 
needles that move at high speed. 

Dr. Robert A. Petersen, a medical 
doctor and physician, said the needles 
that are used are not inserted more 
than one millimeter into the skin. 

Pledger said the pigment is in- 


serted between the eyelashes along 
the lid margin into the second layer of 
skin called the dermis. 

The tattooed enhancement process 
is not considered reversible. Petersen 
said ‘a°flesh-coloréd ‘pigment thay ‘be 
inserted ‘into the skin to hide the: al- 
reddy présent color.” © FH Ag 

Pledger said he has never had any- 
one want it reversed. He also said 
that due to the procedure, puffiness 
and swelling of the eye area occurs, 
and scabs form on the surgical wound 
on the eyelid that take three to four 
days to heal. 

The tattooing process causes bruis- 
ing of the eye area that takes about 
two weeks to heal, he said. 

Petersen said he hasn’t known of 
anyone being allergic to the pigment. 

According to Pledger, the result of 

the surgery is evaluated two days af- 
ter the operation and again two weeks 
later, when touchups may be neces- 
sary. 
“TI haven’t been pleased with the 
long-term results,” Pledger said. “Af- 
ter four or five years, the color tends 
to look faded.” 

Petersen said each person’s pig- 
ment is kept, and color may be redone 
when it begins to fade. 

The enhancement process is not too 
popularized, said Petersen. “I’ve 
done a couple hundred, and only 
about 12 or so in the last year.” 

Pledger said he has not done per- 
manent eyelash enhancement in the 
past year. 

Using eyeliner and enhancing the 


eye has been done for about 3,000 | 


years, said Petersen. The Egyptians 
used eyeliner, and people in India 
used charcoal to define the eyes, he 
said. 

In the United States, eye makeup 


was used mostly by movie stars to’ 


accent their features, he said. 

Bishop said the Micro Pigment Im- 
plantation procedure is about $275 for 
eyeliner, $275 for eyebrows and $300 
for lipliner. 

She said dermatologists in Califor- 
nia charge $500 to $700 for the implan- 
tation. 

The tattooing process for eyeliner 
is about $500, Pledger said.

Higher fee 
decreases pet 
adoptions

Because of increases in adoption 
fees, fewer residents are adopting an- 
imals, said the animal control coordi- 
nator at the Utah County Animal 
Shelter. 

Out of the 700 animals that are 
brought into the shelter monthly, 
two-thirds are now being put to sleep, 
said Sgt. Rex Murdock. 

“We charge more for those who use 
our services.instead of taxing the peo- 
ple,” Murdock said. “The shelter be- 
comes more self-sufficient.” ~ 

Unfortunately, the fee has back- 
fired, and adoptions have drastically 
decreased by 80 to 90 percent over the 
past three months, Murdock said. 

“Animals at the shelter stay for 


| three working days. If they are not 


sold, they are put to sleep,” Murdock 
said. 

The animals will be put to sleep 
instead of given away. It is illegal to 
give them away or lower the fee for 
those who do not have $20, Murdock 
said. 

The adoption fee was raised in July 


. from $3 for kittens and $10 for cats 


and dogs, to $20 for all dogs and cats 
regardless of age. The fee does not 
include required shots. 

Ironically, kittens are sold at Provo 
pet stores for $19.99, and that in- 
cludes their first set of shots and a 
de-worming, said Pam Matthews, re- 
tail manager at a pet shop. 

“T think we all feel that the animal 
shelter fee is too high,” said Connie 
Turkington, animal attendant at the 
shelter. 

“We are working on a proposal to 
have the adoption fees lowered,” 
Murdock said. “We’re hoping to take 
it to the Utah County Commission 
next week. 

“Even with lower adoption fees, 
there is still a problem,” Murdock 
said. “The only real solution is to get 
the public to take care of their pets.” 

Utah County citizens, including 
BYU students, need to realize the re- 
sponsibility of caring for a pet, Mur- 
dock said. “BYU students obtain pets 
and then go home or move to a place 
where they are prohibited, and they 
leave their pets,” he said.

Effective media need racial diversity

The majority of white media deci- 
sion makers are either unaware or 
unwilling to accept the lack of racial 
diversity in their industry, the chief 
executive officer and co-owner of 
WTYVT in Tampa, Fla., told students 
and faculty at the Communications’ 
Executive Symposium Thursday. 

“A media establishment which does 
not reflect racial diversity will not 
serve the public, and will not function 
as a meaningful player on the world 
stage,” said Clarence V. McKee. 

McKee, the only black owner of a 
television station in a top 20 market, 
questioned if media power was being 
properly utilized in spreading infor- 
mation to the public. 

“The power of the media influences 
behavior, educates the public and cre- 
ates and destroys stereotypes, myths 
and truths,” McKee said. The media 
should be rich in cultural and racial

diversity. 

McKee said a more crucial problem 
is the absence of black issues and opin- 


ions. “Lack of racial and cultural di-

versity shortchanges the industry 
and ...the puble by stifling creativity 
and growth,” he said. 

“Our readers and viewers need to 
hear and see black diversity of opinion 
as much as they hear from, and see, 
white journalists and leaders.” 

Reforms in minority involvement 
have to start at the local level, he said. 

Utah is not exempt from lack of 
racial diversity, said Van N. 
Williams, a public relations consul- 
tant in Salt Lake City, who attended 
the symposium. 

Williams said media companies in 
the area don’t think they have to deal 
with racial issues. 

“They say, ‘There aren’t that many 
blacks here so why do we even have to 
bother?’ ” 

McKee said such an attitude is dan- 
gerous. “To attempt toreport on and 
understand issues from a one-sided 
racial perspective inhibits the mar- 
ketplace of ideas and fails to serve the 
public interest.”

NCAA forbids use of athletes’ nameg$

BYU and its athletic department 
have problems every year with busi- 
nesses using BYU logos and names of 
student athletes without consent, 
said BYU’s athletic director. 

Both the student, and the school, 
could lose their eligibility with the 
National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion through the use of a student ath- 
lete’s name on commercial items, said 
Glen Tuckett. T-shirts, sweatshirts, 
serving trays, playing cards, posters, 
photographs. and even songs are con- 
sidered commercial items, he said. 

“We have had six to 12 situations 
this year with T-shirts or something 
else using Ty Detmer’s name or some- 
one else’s,” Tuckett said. “When this 
happens we simply call them and ask 
them not to use it anymore.” Any re- 
fusals to stop are referred to the BYU 
legal office. 

BYU Associate General Counsel 


Hal Visick said, “If we do not get after 
these people, the school or the ath- 
letes could come under NCAA viola- 
tion.” Most people cooperate, and 
those who don’t are sued and receive 
an injunction to stop selling items, 
and destroy any unsold items, he said. 

Some of the items that the univer- 
sity has had to stop include a T-shirt 
about the BYU-Miami game and a 
“TYphoon.” There is also a song enti- 
tled “the Tysman rap.” 

“We do not know who is doing the 
rap,” Tuckett said. “We are tracking 
it down.” 

Roger Utley, BYU Bookstore Di- 
rector, is in charge of giving permis- 
sion to use BYU logos. “In order to 
use any graphics that identify BYU 
and put them on a commercial 
product, they must be cleared with 
Collegiate Licensing Company,” Ut- 
ley said. 

This involves contacting the com- 
pany, receiving a contract and then 
producing a prototype of the logo and
